17. (Currently amended) A method for improving formatting consistency within 
a document comprising th e st e ps of : 

determining a formatting run within a document, wherein the formatting run 
compris e s is the smallest section of text within the document having the same formatting 
attributes; 

comparing the formatting run to a consistency rule set; and 

determining whether an inconsistency of the formatting run exists relative to with 
the consistency rule set e xists.; 

in response to determining that an inconsistency exists, identifying a majority case 
and a minority case of inconsistencies, wherein: 

a majority case is a set of formatting properties that is associated with the 
most formatting runs in the document having an analogous formatting property, and 

a minority case is a set of formatting properties that is inconsistent with 
the majority case as the inconsistency is defined by the consistency rule set; and 

revealing the minority case and the majority case to a user.

in response to revealing the a minority case or majority cas e to a use r; and A 
offering a suggested case format to the user.

determining whether the suggested case format is accepted by the user; mid 
in response to determining that the suggested case format is accepted, 
reformatting the minority case to the suggested case format.
